Whereas, It is the sense of this meeting that an endeavor 
be made to control by traffic division or otherwise the Canal busi- 
ness for the coming season, which shall include merchandise, 
cement and all coarse freight, canal articles, etc., it is 

Resolvedy That each of the Managers here pledge themselves 
not to commit themselves to any canal rates until after the next 
meeting, when the subject shall again be taken up, 

15. West-Bound Lake Traffic Agreement. 

The following was offered and adopted : 

Whereas, It is the sense of this meeting that it is desirable 
to control by traffic division or otherwise, West- Bound rates from 
all points over which the I/ake Managers can exercise authority, 
it is 

Resolved^ That until further action by the ^ Managers at its 
next full meeting, each of the Managers agree to take no action 
which would interfere with such joint control. 

16 Division of East-Bound Rates with Northwestern 

Roads. 

Following preamble and resolutions were offered and adopted : 

Whereas, Mr. Fell informs this meeting that after negotia- 
tion he has proposed to accept 62 per cent. Bast of Lake Michigan 
of any through La,ke- and- Rail rates made from Minneapolis and 
Minneapolis rate points to New York, provided, however, that 
this agreement is not binding on the Line represented in this 
Organization by Mr. Fell unless some other Lake-and-Rail Line 
also assent to this same division ; therefore 

Resolved^ That each Manager here present, pledge themselves 
to accept no such division or to take any other individual action 
with reference to the division agreement on this business with Mr. 
Midgley, or any of the Midgley Lines, until after a full discussion 
at a future meeting of the Lake Managers, and be it further 
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Resolved^ That the Lake Managers present agree with each 
other that they will take no individual action with reference to a 
pro rating arrangement on any East-Bound freight ooming through 
or via Chicago or Milwaukee until after a future meeting of the 
Lake Managers, when this subject shall be fully treated, the inten- 
tion being to have all of these pro rating arrangements of business 
coming through said ports acted on only through the Lake Line 
Organization.

22. Lake-and-Raii. Rates on Grain to New Engi^and Points. 

The following was adopted : 

Whereas, At a meeting of the Trunk Line Committee on 
Seaboard Grain held in New York, March 19th, 1895, it was 
decided that taking efifect at once, through lake-and-rail rates on 
grain from Western Lake ports to Boston (local) and New England 
points, be left entirely in the hands of the Lake Managers ; and 
that no rates be made from Buffalo on grain for those destinations 
other than the established tariff, at present based on 11 cents, 
Buffalo to New York, and 13 cents to Boston rate points, to apply 
f. o. b. cars, — therefore 

Resolved ^ That a Committee consisting of the Chicago Agents 
of The Western Transit Co. , The Union Steamboat Co. , Anchor 
Line, Lehigh Valley Transp. Co. and Lackawanna Transp. Co. be 
appointed by this Association to make through rates on grain from 
the Western Lake ports to Boston and New England points, and 
that such Committee be instructed to associate with it the Agents 
of the Ogdensburg Transit Co. and the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
with the view to making the rates uniform via all the routes. 
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Resolved^ That the through rates established by the said Com- 
mittee from Chicago shall be the rates which shall apply from all 
other Western Lake ports, excepting that such through rates shall 
be raised or lowered as the local lake rate from any other Western 
Lake port may be higher or lower than the local lake rate current 
of the day from Chicago. 



23. — (14-15) West-Bound Canal and Local Lake Traffic 

Agreements. 

The question of controlling West-Bound Canal and Local Lake 
business was taken up, and, after some discussion, the following was 
offered and adopted : 

Whereas, It is still the intention of the Managers to con- 
trol by Traffic division, or otherwise, the West-Bound Canal busi- 
ness from New York and vicinity, and West- Bound local business 
from Buffalo, Erie, Fairport, Cleveland and Detroit to Western 
Lake ports, — therefore 

Resolved^ That all Lines members hereof, hereby agree to 
take no individual action with reference to Canal rates, either over 
their own Lines or coming to Buffalo by outside Lines, or in mak- 
ing any West- Bound rates from the Lake ports above referred to 
until the question shall have been fully considered and acted upon 
by this Association ; it being the intention to have final considera- 
tion on these questions taken at the earliest practicable date. 



24. East-Bound Rates on Classified Articles. 

The question of Commodity rates on wool and rates on other 
classified articles was under discussion, whereupon the following 
resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved^ That no rates other than those goverened by the all- 
rail standard rates from Chicago shall be quoted to any Western 
Roads or individual, by any Lake Line, until unanimous agree- 
ment is reached and simultaneously promulgated by this associa- 
tion. 

Resolvedy That no rates made or accepted by the members of 
this Association will include Marine Insurance. 

Resolved^ That copies of these resolutions shall be sent by 
the Secretary to every rail line leading to Chicago and other Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior points- 
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25. — (23) West-Bound Canai, and ItOCAl ItAke Traffic 

Agreement. 

Following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved^ That a Committee of three be appointed to take up 
and report to this Association, at the earliest date practicable, a 
plan for forming a Canal agreement and controlling West-Bound 
Local I^e business.

All questions arising under the operation of such 
West- Bound tariff rates during the season shall be first referred to 
this Freight Committee, and in case of their being unable to agree 
unanimously, they shall refer the questions to the Association.

Whereas, The property contiguous to the bridge, both above 
and below, is used for elevator, lumber and other commercial pur- 
poses, and large vessels are continually moored at those points, 
reducing the passage from thirty-five to forty-five feet, thereby 
making it diflScult and dangerous to navigate such passages, and 

Whereas, A lift bridge can be constructed with one opening 
of one hundred arid twenty feet between abutments in the center of 
the river for a sum not exceeding the plan providing for two spans, 
therefore be it 

Resolved^ That this Association respectfully urge the adop- 
tion of the single span, providing for one hundred and twenty feet 
passage-way in the center of the river.

IN THE Receipt of Sugar Shipments 

AT New York. 

The Commissioner reported the results of his investigation of 
various matters pertaining to Canal trafiic, referred to him at the 
meeting of May 21st, and laid before the meeting such information 
as he had been able to procure relating to Sugar shipments from 
New York, the movement of which it had been alleged was arranged 
for after the advance in rates on May 6th had been announced. 
This information was not regarded as sufficient to satisfactorily 
dispose of the matter, and the Commissioner was directed to continue 
his investigation, calling upon the New York Agents* Association 
for full report of all facts in their possession connected with the 
transaction. 
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loi. Canai, Shipments at New York Tendered by For- 
warding Agents. 

The question of Canal I^ines at New York accepting trafl&c 
from various Forwarding Agents operating independently of the 
Associated Lines was under consideration. 

The proposition to prohibit the acceptance of such business by 
the authorized Canal lines was under discussion, and the matter 
was held for further consideration. 

1 02. Appucation of Canai. and Lake Agreement to 
Interior New York State Points. 

Cnnsideration was given to the question of the Lake Lines 
receiving Canal traffic from interior New York State points, and 
discussion ensued as to the application of the Traffic Agreement to 
such business, resulting in the following resolution :

Tonnage op the Lost Steamer ** Cayuga," Elimin- 
ated FROM Traffic Accounts. 

The question of the proper disposition in the traffic accounts of 
the tonnage carried by the steamer *' Cayuga," of the Lehigh Valley 
Transp. Co., was presented by the Commissioner, and it was agreed 
that as the vessel and cargo had been entirely lost, that the tonnage 
of same should not be charged to the Lehigh Valley Transp. Co. in 
the traffic division. This action was assented to with the under- 
standing that it should not be recorded as a precedent in the consid- 
eration of other or similar disabilities that might hereafter occur to 
any of the Lines* parties to the Traffic Agreement.

The Comissioner reported that he had taken this mat- 
ter up with the St. Louis lines, stating that the latter objected to 
an advance in the rates on account of the reduction in the diflFerential 
as between the lake and all-rail routes. 

As the new rate basis has been accepted by the Northwestern 
roads, as well as certain roads leading to the Mississippi river, and 
the divisions thereunder having been agreed upon, it was decided 
that the same rate accruing to the Lake Lines under such divisions, 
namely, 16 cts. per 100 lbs. Chicago to New York basis, should 
govern as the proportion east of Lake Michigan on through rates 
from St. Louis and other points west of Chicago. In view of the 
fact that the lines leading from St. Louis were duly advised of the 
proposed advance, and on account of the above-mentioned agree- 
ment with certain lines west of Chicago, it was decided that on and 
after October 7th the Lake Lines could not accept as their proportion 
east of Lake Michigan less than 16 cents per 100 lbs. Chicago to New 
York on business from St. Louis or other points beyond Chicago. 
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149- — (i25) Storage Charges at Chicago and Milwaukee 
ON Canai. and Lake Freight. 

The question arose as to providing free storage during the 
winter at Chicago and Milwaukee on Canal and Lake shipments. It 
was shown that the Canal Agreement contemplated a charge for 
storage on all property held over three days at Lake Michigan ware- 
houses at a rate to be agreed upon by the Lake Managers. The 
matter was held for further consideration. 

150. Closing Dates of Season 1895 — Canal and Lake 

Traffic. 

The following was agreed upon as the closing dates for season 
1895 ^or receiving Canal freight at piers of the several lines in New 
York: 

TrafiSc destined to Lake Erie ports and to Lake Superior ports 
East of Duluth, Saturday, October 19th, 1895. 

Traffic destined to Duluth, St. Paul and Minneapolis, and 
points West thereof via Duluth, Saturday, October 26th, 1895. 

Traffic destined to Lake Michigan ports, and points West there- 
of via Lake Michigan ports, including Green Bay and Gladstone, 
Saturday, November 2nd, 1895. 

151. — (146) Advance in East-Bound Rates — Arrangements 

FOR Determining What Traffic is Entitled to be 

Carried On and After October 7Th at

Date. 

It being desirable to adopt a uniform plan by which shipments 
forwarded on and after October 7th under rates in eflFect prior to that 
date should be restricted to such business as had been accepted for

Lake-and-Rail Rates and Arrangements. 

Pursuant to the following resolution of the Executive Com- 
mittee, December 20, 1894, this meeting with the Lake Managers 
was convened to consider and act upon the report of the Com- 
missioners. 
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Resolved^ That Commissioners Goddard and French be author- 
ized and requested to prepare some general arrangement having 
for its object the improvement of the revenues on east-bound lake 
and rail package freight, and report their conclusions to a future 
meeting of the Trunk Line Executive Committee and representa- 
tives of the Lake Lines. 

On motion, the report of the Commissioners was received and 
its recommendations considered by sections and adopted as follows : 

First : That all Lake Lines running in connection with the 
Trunk Lines form an Association for 1895. 

Second : That an agreement be made for a division of the tons 
of all east-bound package freight from Lake Superior and Lake 
Michigan between the Lake Lines, providing for an adjustment of 
the overs and shorts. 

Third : Such agreement to provide that any line which shall 
carry more than its allotted percentage shall {a) restrict its ton- 
nage until its excess is reduced, {b) but shall have the privilege of 
delivering to any of the lines short of their percentage the amount 
of such tons as they may be over, in export flour consigned via New 
York or in such other freight as may be agreed upon by the inter- 
ested parties, or {c) the lines in excess shall pay to the lines in de- 
ficit the sum of $2, per ton on such excess, the tonnage of all classes 
carried having first been reduced to the sixth class basis without 
any deductions for expenses. 

Fourth : That all lake lines running in connection- with the 
Trunk Lines from Lake Michigan and Lake Superior shall be mem- 
bers of the Association of Lake Lines for 1895, and that, on or be- 
fore February 12, 1895, each Trunk Line will report to the Com- 
missioner the Lake Lines with which it will have through traffic 
arrangements during the coming season of navigation, and that no 
business other than grain, lumber and iron ore will be exchanged 
with other than the Lake Lines so reported, except at the regular 
city stations of the Trunk Lines. On traffic thus exchanged with 
any line not so reported, the Trunk Lines will pay no advanced 
charges, and will charge and receive their regular local rates. This 
is not to be construed to require any Trunk Line to receive grain, 
lumber or iron ore at its docks. Any Trunk Line may make in- 
terchange arrangements with either of the Lake Lines members of 
the Association of Lake Lines, such new arrangements to be re- 
ported to the Commissioner. 

The question of the method of making valid tenders of traffic 
in settlement of balances being considered a practical question for 
settlement as between the Lake Lines it was, on motion, referred to 
the Lake Managers. 
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The following resolutions were adopted by the unanimous af- 
firmative vote of the Lake Managers : 

Resolved^ That the Lake Managers shall perfect an organization 
and division of trafl&c (including percentages) before February 9, 
in accordance with the general understanding arrived at to-day, 
and report to the Trunk Line Commissioner that it has been done. 

Resolved^ That in case the Lake Managers fail to agree upon 
percentage divisions of the traffic, or as to any details not pro- 
vided for in the general understanding aforesaid, the differences 
shall be referred to Commissioner Goddard on or before February 
12, and his decision shall be binding for the season of 1895. 

It was understood that in case the Fifth Section of the Inter- 
state Commerce Law was amended and the Trunk Lines should 
enter into an agreement for a money adjustment involving the traffic 
received from the Lake Lines, this subject may be re-considered. 

The Chairman announced that if the Lake Managers failed to 
agree upon the question referred to them, a meeting of the Lake 
Managers would be promptly held in order to present to him the 
questions at issue.

I. East- Bound Proportionai, Lake-and-Raii, Rates. 

The Chairman said that this meeting was convened specially 
for the consideration of divisions of rates on east-bound business 
from the North-west via Chicago and Milwaukee. Since the call 
was issued, he had noticed by the Proceedings of Lake Managers 
meeting, the question had been discussed at their meeting, but no 
conclusions were reached further than an agreement that no Lake 
Line would take individual action on the subject. 

The question was asked whether all the lines were in position 
to make a definite arrangement at this time which could be strictly 
observed, and all the Lake Lines and Trunk Lines stated that there 
were no arrangements or obligations to interfere with any agree- 
ment which might be made. 

After a full discussion, the following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That the subject of divisions of lake-and-rail rates 
from Northwestern points via Chicago and Milwaukee to Atlantic 
Seaboard territory be referred to a committee consisting of Com- 
missioner Goddard and Mr. B. T. Evans, to promptly take up 
with Commissioner Midgley of the Western Freight Association, 
with full power to determine the question. 
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Resolved y That the same Committee take up with Commis- 
sioner Midgley or the proper representatives of the roads con- 
cerned, the questions of divisions east and west of Chicago or 
Milwaukee ' on all east-bound traffic from points west and south- 
west of Chicago, forwarded through those ports. 

Resolved^ That until these questions are determined, no inde- 
pendent action will be taken by either of the Lake Lines or Trunk 
Lines, and that all interests shall be governed by the decision of 
said Committee in these matters. 

3. West-Bound Rail-and-Lake Rates. 

The subject of the establishment of west-bound rail-and-lake 
rates for the ensuing season of lake navigation was presented. It 
was understood that action on this subject would be deferred until 
the organization of the Lake Line Association had been completed.

The Chairman said this meeting was called at the request of the 
Western Line as contained in the letter from Chairman Midgley, 
dated March 23, the portion referring to the call reading as follows : 

** While the various lines interested in traffic from Minneapolis 
and vicinity were in session last Thursday, request was expressed 
for an early conference, with a view of determining the basis of 
rates that should govern rail-and-lake during the ensuing season 
from seaboard territory to St. Paul, Minneapolis and vicinity, also 
to Duluth, West Superior, etc., and having in mind your sugges- 
tion that Tuesday was usually engaged for meetings in your office, 
instruction was given to request you, if practicable, to arrange for 
such conference in your office on Wednesday, April 3, ensuing." 

He said further that a general conference of this character had 
not been held since March 9, 1892, at which the basis of rates was 
established via the different routes and which has been renewed 
from year to year since. The only change now necessary was that 
consequent upon the action of the Trunk Lines in abolishing their 
west-bound differential rates, which action had been followed, so far 
as the rail lines were concerned, by the withdrawal of their propor- 
tional rates to Chicago and other junctions which were based upon 
the differentials which have now been abrogated, and the propor- 
tional rates all-rail were the same as the local rates to Chicago, etc. 
In view of that fact, the question now was what should be the rail- 
and-lake rates from seaboard territory to Lake Superior and Lake 
Michigan ports locally and on traJffic destined to the west and north- 
west. 
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On motion of Mr. Gordon the secretary read from the Proceed- 
ings of Conference of March 19, 1891 (pages 29, 30, 31 and 32, Ap- 
pendix to Trunk Line Proceedings, 1891). 

The Chairman then referred to the meeting of March 9, 1892, 
which was the last general conference at which these rates were fixed 
substantially in accordance with those of 189 1. 

It being considered that before any action was taken in regard 
to the rates to St. Paul, etc., the rail-and lake rates to Lake Michi- 
gan ports for the coming season should be established. On motion 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Resolved^ {First) That the west-bound rail-and-lake class rates 
authorized last year to Lake Michigan and Lake Erie Ports locally 
be re-affirmed. 

(Second) That no west-bound rail-and-lake proportional rates 
to Lake Michigan ports on beyond business be established, but 
that the rates to Lake Michigan ports on beyond business be the 
same as on local traffic. 

The following resolution was offered : 

Resolved y That the basis of rates agreed upon in 1891, as modi- 
fied to accord with the change in .the proportional all-rail rates to 
Chicago, etc., taking effect April i, 1895, be the established basis 
for all-rail and rail-and-lake rates from the seaboard to north- 
western points during the season of 1895, namely,

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Mr. Hamblin offered the following amendment : 

Resolved^ That the rail-and-lake rates from the seaboard to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis via I^ake Michigan ports be the same as the 
rail-and-lake rates from the seaboard to St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
via Lake Superior ports. 

A roll call vote on this amendment resulted : 

Affirmative, 5, 
Negative, 26, 
and it was declared lost. 

Mr. Hiland then offered the following amendment : 

Resolved^ That the rates through Lake Michigan ports to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis shall be the same as established through 
Lake Superior ports from New York to St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
with the understanding that the divisions of the rates via Lake 
Michigan ports shall be established on the basis of a pro rata per 
rate principle. 

A roll call vote on this amendment resulted : 

Affirmative, 4, 
Negative, 27, 
and it was delared lost. 

The roll was then called upon the adoption of the original mo- 
tion. All lines voted affirmatively except the Lehigh Valley Trans. 
Co. and Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway. The Clover 
Leaf, C, B. & Q., C. & N. W. and Chicago Great Western not 
voting. 

The Chairman declared the resolution adopted. 

Mr. Hiland called attention to the reservation made by him at 
meeting of March 19, 1891, that the differentials conceded the Lake 
Superior lines were allowed not as a matter of principle but as a tem- 
porary expedient. 

The question of rail-and-lake rates on iron and steel articles and 
other commodities was considered, and the following resolution 
adopted : 

Resolved^ That the same commodity rates on iron and steel ar- 
ticles and other commodities be authorized this year as are applic- 
able to western points via all-rail, applying the usual lake differen- 
tials below the all-rail rates to Lake Superior, I/ake Michigan and 
Lake Erie ports. 
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On motion it was voted that the following all-rail rates should 
apply under the advanced basis to north-western points as shown 
above :

It was then agreed that the rail-and-lake rates should become 
effective Monday, April 22, 1895, ^^^ that no bills of lading for 
rail-and-lake shipments will be issued prior to that date.

I. Lake-and-Raii. Rates and Arrangements. 

The Chairman said this meeting had been called pursuant to a 
resolution of the Association of Lake Lines on March 26, requesting 
a meeting of the Executive Committee and Lake Line Managers for 
the purpose of forming the agreement which shall exist between the 
Lake Lines covering the detail of the division of the east-bound 
package freight tons under the award to be made by Mr. Goddard. 
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The Chairman said he had received a certified copy of the Articles 
of Organization of the Lake Line Association and asked Chairman 
Bullard to state the particular questions the Lake Managers desired 
to have acted upon. 

Chairman Bullard stated that the Lake Managers had so far 
been unable to agree upon the supplementary traffic contract at their 
several meetings in Buffalo, and it was the opinion of some of the 
Lake Managers that the points of difference would be better adjusted 
in conference with the Trunk Lines, hence they had decided to re- 
quest such conference. 

The agreement adopted at the conference of February i was 
read, and as it was the unanimous view of the Trunk Lines that the 
traffic agreement between the Lake Managers should be made to 
conform with the action taken at that conference, the following reso- 
lution was adopted : 

Resolvedy That the Trunk I^ines now re-aflBrm the action of 
Februar}' i, 1895, and request the Lake Managers to prepare their 
traffic agreement on those lines. 

It was also further 

Resolved y That the Lake Managers adjourn to consider this 
subject, and if they have any difficulty in coming to a conclusion, 
that the questions at issue be submitted to Commissioner Goddard 
for decision. 

The Lake Managers adjourned in accordance therewith, and 
after deliberation in separate session rejoined the general meeting 
and Chairman Bullard reported that the Lake Managers had per- 
fected their traffic agreement harmoniously and satisfactorily. 

7. Divisions of Through Lake and-Rail Rates. 

The report of Commissioner Goddard and Mr. E. T. Evans, 
the committee appointed at meeting of March i to take up with 
Commissioner Midgley and other western lines the subject of divi- 
sions of through rates from the west via lake-and-rail, was sub- 
mitted, showing that no agreement with western lines had been 
reached. 

After discussion it was 

Resolved^ That the current agreed east-bound lake-and-rail 
rates effective from Chicago to the east be applied to all traffic from 
or through St. Louis and other Mississippi River points and from 
all intermediate points via lake-and-rail lines from Lake Michigan 
ports. 
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The following was also adopted : 

Whereas t The Trunk Lines and Lake Managers in meeting to- 
day, having received the report of the Committee and discharged it 
from further consideration of this subject, regret the inability of 
the Committee to agree with the western lines as to divisions of the 
through rates, believing that more harmonious and satisfactory re- 
sults could be obtained with such an agreement, it is 

Resolved^ That pending further negotiations with the western 
lines, the. Lake Lines and their Trunk Line Connections will main- 
tain the agreed tariff rates from Lake Michigan and Lake Superior 
ports on business originating at or passing through those ports from 
the west and north-west. 

8. Rail-and-Lake Rates to Detroit via Cleveland. 

After the adjournment of the Conference regarding west-bound 
rail-and-lake rates to western and north-western points, held 
Wednesday, April 3, the Executive Committee and Lake Managers 
considered the question of rail-and-lake rates to Detroit via Cleveland. 

After a general discussion as to the relative rail-and-lake rates 
to Detroit, via Buffalo, Cleveland and Sandusky, the following was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the rates from New York to Detroit, via Cleve- 
land, be as follows :

Cts. per 100 lbs 54 47 36 25 21 18 

It was understood that this basis might be made effective as 
soon as notice was received that this route was open for business. 

9. Rail-and-Lake Rates to Cleveland, via Buffalo. 

A letter from the Cleveland & Buffalo Transit Company was 
presented asking that the west-bound rail-and-lake rates to Cleve- 
land be made to apply via their line as well as the other lake lines, 
and made effective as soon as their route was open. 

On motion, the application was granted, and the Commissioner 
requested to advise the Cleveland and Buffalo Transit Company that 
as soon as their line is open and ready for business, the agreed rail- 
and-lake tariff rates to Cleveland, via Buffalo, as authorized in con- 
nection with the regular lines may be authorized via their line.

Divisions of Through Lakk-and-Raii, Rates. 

Referring to the action of this Committee on April 4, viz : 
** Resolved^ That pending further negotiations with the western 
lines, the Lake Lines and their Trunk Line Connections will main- 
tain the agreed tariff rates from Lake Michigan and Lake Superior 
ports on business originating at or passing through those ports from 
the west and north-west. ' ' 

The Chairman submitted a letter from Mr. J. W.Midg ley. Chairman 
Western Freight Association, dated April 26, stating that the western 
lines object to this action on the part of the lake-and-rail lines east 
of Lake Superior and Lake Michigan ports and their belief that it 
cannot be maintained. 

It was stated that the commercial conditions in the north-west 
were such as seemed to preclude making a higher rate than 22)^ 
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cents per ic50 lbs. on flour from Minneapolis to New York while the 
present rates of 17^^ cents from Duluth and 15 cents from Chicago 
to New York remained in effect. This position was recognized gen- 
erally by the Committee and, after a full discussion, the following 
resolutions were offered : 

Resolved^ That with the local rates on flour and grain products 
from Chicago and Milwaukee to New York, 15 cents per 100 lbs., 
and from Duluth to New York, 17^^ cents per 100 lbs., and from 
Minneapolis to New York, 22%, cents per 100 lbs., the following 
divisions of rates from Minneapolis rate points to New York are 
hereby authorized : 
To the lines, Minneapolis, etc., to Duluth, a maximum of 25 per 

cent, of the gross through rate, Minneapolis to New York. 
To the lines, Minneapolis, etc., to Chicago, Milwaukee, Green Bay 

and Gladstone, a maximum of 35 per cent, of the gross through 

rate, Minneapolis to New York, 
and that the same divisions may apply as a maximum to any rates 
from Minneapolis rate points to New York on flour and grain pro- 
ducts made by authority of the western rail lines and their lake- 
and-rail connections, and that the same rates west of the lakes may 
apply as a maximum on any authorized through rates on flour and 
and grain products from Minneapolis rate points to other eastern 
destinations. 

Resolved^ That a Committee consisting of Commissioners 
Goddard and McCain, with representatives they may respectively 
select, not exceeding three Trunk Lines and three Lake Lines, 
arrange for an early meeting with the Lake Superior roads and 
secure the adoption of Lake Superior divisions ; this being accom- 
plished, said committee to arrange to meet Chairman Midgley and 
representatives of the Lake Michigan roads, to similarly secure the 
adoption of Lake Michigan divisions. 

Resolvedy That until percentage divisions for the Minneapolis 
rate district are agreed upon under the authority given to-day, local 
lake-and-rail rates shall be charged east of Lake Michigan and Lake 
Superior ports on all such east-bound package freight as provided 
by resolution of April 4, 1895. 

The foregoing resolutions were declared adopted, having re- 
ceived the unanimous affirmative vote of all parties except the 
Northern Steamship Company and the Soo Line.

Commissioner Goddard, as Chairman, stated that at meeting of 
the Trunk Line Executive Committee on May 7, that Committee 
had under consideration the subject of through rates and divisions 
on flour from Minneapolis and Minneapolis rate points to the sea- 
board. It was stated that under existing circumstances it would not 
be practicable to make the rates on flour from Minneapolis and Min- 
neapolis rate points to New York more than 5 cents higher than the 
rate from Duluth to the same destinations. This, under the present 
basis, would make the rates on flour and grain products, via lake- 
and-rail, Chicago and Milwaukee to New York 15 cents per 100 
lbs., from Duluth to New York 17^ cents per 100 lbs., and from 
Minneapolis to New York 22)/^ cents per 100 lbs. It was also 
thought that it would be in the best interest of all parties if such 
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through rates from Minneapolis were made on an equitable per- 
centage basis. This conference had, therefore, been called to con- 
sider the subject with a view to arriving at a definite agreement. 

The distances from Minneapolis to Duluth via the various 
north-western lines are as follows : 

Via Eastern Railway of Minnesota i86 miles. 

Via Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha R'y 173 miles. 

Via St. Paul & Duluth R. R 152 miles. 

Based on the short line mileage of 152 miles from Minneapolis 
to Duluth and taking one-third of the lake line mileage, viz. , one- 
third of 960 miles for the lake carriage, and 440 miles for the haul 
from Buffalo to New York, the proportion of the western roads 
would be 16^ per cent. The Chairman also said that in the divi- 
sion of through rates his experience had been that an allowance of 
lyi miles for each mile of actual haul had always been considered a 
liberal allowance. Using such basis for computation and using the 
same mileages for the lake carriage and the haul east of Buffalo, the 
proportion of the western roads would be a little under 20 per cent. 

The subject was discussed at some length and the representa- 
tives of the lyake Superior roads retired for a conference. Upon 
their return Mr. Clark, on behalf of the lyake Superior roads, pre- 
sented the following suggestion : 

That when the through rates on flour, bran, mill-stuff's and oil 
cake, Minneapolis to New York, are on basis of 25 cents per cwt., 
the divisions via Lake Superior ports be 7>^ west and 17^^ east of 
Duluth. Any reduction in such basis shall be prorated 50 per cent, 
west and 50 per cent, east of Duluth, with a minimum of 5 cents 
per cwt., Minneapolis to Duluth. 

No action was taken upon this proposition, but the following 
resolutions were offered by Mr. Evans and seconded by Mr. McCain : 

Resolved y That while the local lake-and-rail rates, Duluth to 
New York, are on the basis of 1^% cents per 100, it is hereby 
agreed that 22>^ cents is the maximum rate which can be main- 
tained, Minneapolis rate district to New York. 

Resolved, That the division of said 223^ cents be 25 per cent, to 
Lake Superior and 75 per cent, from Lake Superior east of the gross 
through rate and that this 25 per cent., viz, 5.62-100 cents per 100 
shall apply to Duluth or West Superior on freight to other destina- 
tions east of the western termini of the Trunk Lines. 

Resolved y That the same percentage division shall apply dur- 
ing the season of 1895 on any through rates made by the joint ac- 
tion of the Lake Superior rail lines and their lake connections. 
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Mr. Shute moved that the percentages in Mr. Evan's resolution 
be amended so as to allow the lines west of Duluth 28 per cent, and 
the lines east of Duluth 72 per cent, of the through rate. This 
amendment was seconded by Mr. Clark. 

A vote was taken upon Mr. Shute' s amendment with the 
following result : 

Ayes: Messrs. Gordon, Clark, Shute, Plough 4 

Noes : Messrs. Todd, Cochran, Harriott, Evans, Caldwell 5 

Not voting : Mr. Martin i 

The amendment was declared lost. A vote was then taken on 
the original resolutions offered by Mr. Evans, with the following 
result : 

Ayes: Messrs. Todd, Cochran, Harriott, Evans, Caldwell 5 

Noes: Messrs. Gordon, Shute, Plough, Clark 4 

Notvoting: Mr. Martin ; i 

This resolution was also declared lost. 

It was suggested by Mr. Plough that if percentage divisions 
were to be made effective there should be a definite understanding 
not only as to the arrangements that should be made effective via 
Lake Superior routes, but also via Chicago and Milwaukee, and that, 
therefore, the matter could be better considered at a conference at 
which the roads leading from Chicago and Milwaukee to the North- 
west could also be represented. 

It was, therefore, agreed that this meeting adjourn to meet at 
the office of Chairman Midgley of the Western Freight Association 
at 10 A. M., on Saturday, the nth instant, and that the Chairman 
ask that Chairman Midgley and representatives of the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines be present at such conference.

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Mr. Midgley explained that the meeting had been convened in 
compliance with request received from Commissioner Goddard the 
previous day, who stated that a committee of representatives of the 
Trunk Lines and lake carriers, in connection with representatives of 
rail lines west of Lake Superior, desired a conference with the 
Chairman and three representatives of Western Freight lines inter- 
ested in the transportation of flour and grain products via Lake 
Michigan to the east. It was further stated that the Eastern Com- 
mittee referred to had that day held an informal conference with the 
representatives of rail lines west of Lake Superior, on the subject of 
divisions via Duluth, contemplating a subsequent meeting the follow- 
ing day with Lake Michigan lines in regard to divisions via Chicago 
and Milwaukee. 

Mr. Goddard said that much misunderstanding had existed in 
the past in relation to the arrangements in effect between Lake 
Superior routes and the Lake Lines regarding divisions on flour and 
grain products from Minneapolis to the seaboard. Misrepresentations 
had been made, resulting in charges which were, in fact, without 
foundation. This condition had been brought about mainly by the 
methods of secrecy adopted, and the individual action of the roads 
in making their rates and divisions. He had explained to Chairman 
Midgley the previous day, and believed it was now generally under- 
stood, that up to a very recent date, he had not been familiar himself 
with the divisions in effect, and further, that members in his Associ- 
ation had not in all cases known the arrangements in effect among 
competing lines. This, it was claimed, emphasized the necessity of 
open dealing between all parties interested, in regard to the traffic 
in future. Rates had not been maintained, and the revenues of 
Western and Eastern lines had been reduced. There was no dispo- 
sition on the part of Eastern roads to proceed secretly, nor necessity 
for concealment in relation to the divisions in question, and were 
that policy clearly understood and an equitable basis between Lake 
Superior and Lake Michigan routes arrived at, it should serve to 
remove the difficulties heretofore experienced. What might be con- 
sidered equitable divisions, was a matter to be determined by the 
present meeting. In previous years the rates from Minneapolis 
were 7j4 cents higher than from Duluth, but it was generally 
recognized that commercial conditions now existed which prevented 
the rates from Minneapolis, on flour, being more than 5 cents per 
100 lbs. above the rates from Duluth if the old basis could have been 
maintained, the question would have practically settled itself. 
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Based upon the conditions existing last year, it had seemed to 
the Eastern lines that 25 per cent, of the rates west of Duluth and 
west of Superior, to the lines in the Minneapolis district, was an 
equitable and entirely fair arrangement. 

Mr. Midgley Replied that in view of the statement that Eastern 
lines were not correctly informed regarding the divisions complained 
of, and which in all cases had not been uniform, surprise should not 
be felt at the misunderstanding in relation thereto which existed 
among Western roads. The latter desired to approach the question 
of an equitable adjustment of divisions, in a fair spirit, but the man- 
ner proposed by Mr. Goddard, of reaching that conclusion, was not 
in accord with their ideas. Whatever percentage was decided 
upon for the lyake Superior lines, should be duplicated for the Lake 
Michigan routes, 2>^ cents to be added to such allowance. 

Reference was made to the arrangements regarding the divisions 
of through rates, via certain Lake Superior routes, which Mr. 
Midgley explained had been heretofore misunderstood by the Lake 
Michigan roads. 

It was stated, on behalf of the Lake Michigan roads, that an ar- 
rangement was desired which would preserve to those lines an arbi- 
trary difference of 2>^ cents per 100 lbs. above the St. Paul-Duluth 
rate. This arrangement was especially desired in view of the large 
east-bound movement from interior milling points which would be 
affected by any basis established for the division of rates from Min- 
neapolis. 

This basis, it was shown, would result in a varying percentage 
to the Lake Michigan Lines, increasing with reductions in the 
through rate. 

Mr. Todd made a very full statement to the effect that the east- 
ern lines had understood that under a basis for division, which gave 
the Lake Superior roads not to exceed 5 cents, the Lake Michigan 
Roads would be willing to accept an equivalent percentage which 
would result in a rate of 7>^ cents. 

Mr. Todd further stated that the proposition of the Lake Michi- 
gan Roads, by which the 2^ cent difference was to be preserved, 
resulted in an average of 35.7 per cent, for the various through 
rates from 20 to 27^ cents per 100 lbs., Minneapolis to New York. 

With these statements he offered the following resolution, in 
support of which Mr. Goddard explained the relation of the per- 
centages proposed to the distances, showing that they were consider- 
ably in excess of any percentage which could be arrived at on a 
mileage basis. 
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Mr. Fell also supported the resolution, explaining the. cost of 
handling traffic at the lake terminals, and stating that the proposed 
arrangement was a most liberal one. 

Mr. Todd's resolution was as follows : 

Resolved^ That the through lake-and-rail rates on flour, grain 
products and oil cake, from Minneapolis and Minneapolis points to 
New York, be divided by allowing the roads to Lake Superior 25 
per cent, of the gross rate to New York as an arbitrary, to all sea- 
board and Trunk Line Territory and the roads to Lake Michigan 36 
per cent, of the through rate. 

Mr. Hiland offered an amendment, which he subsequently 
withdrew, to the effect that the roads to Lake Michigan be allowed 
2% cents per 100 lbs. in excess of the proportion accorded to the 
lyake Superior lines, from Minneapolis to Lake Superior. 

A substitute proposition was then offered by Mr. Newman, as 
below : 

Resolved^ That the percentage divisions, via Lake Superior, 
shall first be determined, and when so fixed, the lines from Min- 
neapolis to Lake Michigan ports shall be allowed 2% cents per 100 
lbs. in excess of the proportion accruing west of Lake Superior, on 
the basis of the established rail-and-lake rates, Minneapolis to New 
York, on all flour, oil-cake and grain products destined to seaboard 
or Trunk Line territory. 

Roll call upon the adoption of Mr. Newman* s substitute re- 
sulted in a tie vote. 

Mr. Shute offered an amendment that the divisions via Lake 
Superior be 27 per cent, and via Lake Michigan ports 37 per cent., 
which failed to carry. 

Vote was then taken upon the adoption of the motion presented 
by the Eastern lines, first above stated, but there being five negative 
votes, it was lost. 

Mr. Todd regretted the apparent inability to agree, and ex- 
pressed the hope that an amicable adjustment would be reached in 
the near future. As two days had been devoted to a discussion of 
the matter, he moved an adjournment, and, in offering the motion 
on behalf of his Committee, desired to say that if, upon reflection, 
the Lake Superior lines decided to accept the 25 per cent, tendered, 
it should be with the understanding that it carried with it the 36 per 
cent, proposition to the Lake Michigan lines, provided the latter 
companies also desired to accept that proposition. 

A western member suggested that if an adjournment was had, 
it should be with the understanding that when the matter came up 
again, it should be considered de novo. 
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Mr. Shute, of the Eastern Minnesota Railway, stated that be- 
fore an adjournment was announced, a better understanding should 
be had. While the Western Lines and the Lake Superior Lines had 
made some efforts to compromise, no offer had been received from 
the eastern lines except 25 per cent, to the routes via Lake Superior, 
and he desired to know whether the Trunk Line Committee had 
been absolutely instructed to negotiate on 25 per cent., and on no 
other basis. If there was no disposition on their part to compromise, 
it seemed to him the meeting had better adjourn. The Eastern 
Minnesota Railway certainly could not accept their proposition. 

As Mr. Goddard understood the situation, the Eastern Commit- 
tee was limited to the consideration of a maximum of 25 per cent, to 
the Lake Superior lines, but as to the Lake Michigan routes, they 
were unlimited. 

On motion of Mr. Shute, the meeting then adjourned.

Divisions of Through Lake-and-Raii, Rates. 

« 

The Chairman stated that the Committee appointed at meeting 
of May 7 to negotiate divisions of through rates with lines west of 
Lake Superior, having failed to complete arrangements, this meeting 
was convened to receive their report. 
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The following report of the Special Committee was submitted ; 

To the Trunk Line Executive Committee and Lake Line Associ- 
ation : — 

Gentlemen : — ^The Special Committee appointed under the reso- 
lution of the Trunk Line Executive Committee of May 7 to confer 
with roads operating west of Lakes Superior and Michigan, and ar- 
range for the division of rates on flour and grain products, respect- 
fully beg leave to report as follows : 

As had been suggested, the Committee was enlarged to include 
the following gentlemen representing the Trunk Lines and Lake 
Lines, viz : Messrs. Cochran, Todd and Harriott for the Trunk 
Lines ; Messrs. Evans, Gordon and Caldwell for the Lake Lines 
operating via Lake Superior, and Messrs. Fell, Henry and Cald- 
well for the Lake Lines operating via Lake Michigan. 

The resolution of May 7 provided that conference should first 
be had with Lake Superior roads, and pursuant thereto, a meeting 
was arranged with representatives of the latter roads at Chicago, 
Friday, May 10. The details of this meeting are given in report 
of Proceedings, from which it appears that the Committee failed to 
secure the adoption by the Lake Superior roads of the percientage 
basis authorized by the resolution referred to. 

On the following day. May 1 1, the Committee held a confer- 
ence with the Lake Michigan roads, at which the representatives 
of the Lake Superior roads were also present. The result of this 
conference is more fully given in the Proceedings, which also show 
a failure to secure an agreement with the Lake Michigan roads. 

In the first conference it was apparent that certain Lake Su- 
perior roads, though opposing the proposition of your Committee 
by their vote, were not pronouncedly antagonistic, and suggested 
that consideration of the arrangements to apply via Lake Superior 
ports be deferred until a joint conference could be had with the 
Lake Michigan roads on the whole subject. 

Before convening the second day's meeting, it was ascertained 
that one Lake Superior road had concluded arrangements for this 
season which would give it as its proportion west of Lake Superior 
an amount less than proposed by the Committee. The knowledge • 
of this together with the acceptance of the proposition by an affirm- 
ative vote of another Lake Superior road, and further from a careful 
re-consideration by your Committee of the fairness of the proposition 
as a whole, it was not deemed advisable to modify the percentages 
offered. 25 per cent, to the Lake Superior roads and 36 per cent, 
to the Lake Michigan roads. Accordingly the conference closed. 

It is the belief of your Committee that had the proposed ar- 
rangement with the Lake Superior roads been accepted, no objec- 
tion would have been made by the Lake Michigan roads to the per- 
centages to apply via the latter. 

So impressed is your Committee that the basis for division pro- 
posed by the respective routes is fair and equitable, that they now 
recommend such further action on the part of the Trunk Line Ex- 
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ecutive Committee and Lake Managers as may be deemed suitable 
to secure the acceptance by the Western roads of the percentages 
named. 

(NoTS. — Mr. Gordon dissented from this recommendation.) 

If it should be determined that further negotiations at this time 
are not desirable, your Committee respectfully urge that suitable 
instructions be given, which will result in the absolute maintenance 
o£ the agreed rail-and-lake rates from all Lake Michigan and Lake 
Superior ports. 

It is further recommended that should any of the roads west 
of Lake Superior or Lake Michigan elect to accept the percentages 
proposed, the Lake Lines should be allowed to join with any road 
in establishing through tariffs upon such basis, with the under- 
standing that when these arrangements are made, they shall be re- 
ported in detail to the Commissioner of the Association of Lake 
Lines. 

It is further suggested that exclusive arrangements of this na- 
ture as between lake-and-rail carriers, would result in no disad- 
vantage to Lake Lines not having similar arrangements, as protec- 
tion is amply provided by the lake-and-rail traffic division. 

After discussion, the following resolution was adopted : 

Resolvedy That the Chairman appoint a committee of three to 
consider the foregoing report and prepare resolutions on the subject 
to be acted upon in Committee of the whole. 

The Chairman appointed as such Committee Messrs. J. D. 
I^ayng, F. J. Firth and John Gordon. 

The Committee retired, and after recess submitted the following 
report : 

Your Committee have carefuUy^ considered the report of the 
Special Committee, and submit the following : 

Resolved^ That the action of the Trunk Line Executive Com- 
mittee and Lake Lines, April 4, 1895, is hereby re-affirmed, and 
that as to all routes not covered by authorized percentage division 
arrangements, the Lake Lines and their Trunk Line connections 
will maintain the agreed tariff rates from Lake Michigan and Lake 
Superior ports on business originating at or passing through those 
ports from the west and north-west. 

Resolved, That if any of the roads west of Lake Superior or 
Lake Michigan elect to accept the percentages proposed, that is, 25 
per cent, west of Lake Superior and 36 per cent, west of Lake Michi- 
gan, of the New York gross rate ; the Lake Lines are hereby au- 
thorized to join with any road in establishing through tariffs upon 
such basis, with the understanding that when these arrangements 
are made they shall be made through the Commissioner of the As- 
sociation of Lake Lines. Division arrangements authorized as 
aforesaid may be made retro-active so as to apply from the opening 
of the present Lake season. 
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In Committee, the vote on these recommendations was as fol- 
lows : 

Affirmative : Messrs. F. J. Firth and J. D. Layng. 
Negative : Mr. John Gordon. 

A vote by roll call upon the adoption of the report of the Com- 
mittee resulted as follows : 

Affirmative 14 
Negative i 

Not voting 2 

Mr. Gordon said he desired to file a minority report, but was 
not prepared to do so until after he had consulted with his princi- 
pals in the west. 

On motion, it was agreed that Mr. Gordon might file his mi- 
nority report with the Chairman as a matter of record. 

Mr. Hebard, on behalf of the Soo Line, stated that both the 
rail-and-lake portion of that line would absolutely maintain the 
agreed rates ; that his declination to vote was simply on account of 
his inability to speak for the rail portion of the line. 

Mr. French, on behalf of the Union Transit Company, also gave 
his positive assurances that the agreed tariffs would be strictly main- 
tained. 

Mr. Gordon, on behalf of the Northern Steamship Company, 
stated positively that the through rate from Minneapolis of 22^ 
cents on flour and grain products and 17^ cents from Duluth would 
be absolutely maintained. 

With these assurances, the Chairman declared the recommen- 
dations of the Committee adopted. 

Adjourned.
